And it was the work of General Councils, in their Judge- 
ments and Decrees , not to reprobate and damn the Science it 
felf, but to deftroy the Villanies and Vanities that fought for 
fhelrer under the Golden Wings thercof ; as * Onc hath with Fames Gat 
grcat Judgement and Reafon fufticiently proved. And it ap-Unheard- of 
peats alfo moft plainly,from the Cenfure it felf, That the Aftro- Curios cap.7. 
Joger, as an Aftrologer,is no more concerned in the Curfe,then

So that here is nocondemning of the A- 
ftrologer (or any man clfe ) for ufing Aftrologie ; but others 
together with him are Anathematized , if they fhall maintain 
FATALITY, or a Fatal Neceflity, 
It is the well-ufing of any Artor Science, that makes the 
worth of it fhine the more fplendid and glorious. And the more 
honourable and excellent a thing is, the more dangerous will it 
prove, if abufed. Optima corrupta peffima ; The beft things ill 
dealt with , are of the moft unhappic confequence and import. 
Ergo, it follows, that Aftrologie is not condemnable, but lauda- 
ble; and fo is the Aftrotoger too, while he keeps within the 


_ Limit and Line of his Art.

rina to Cafar lefs memorable, or true ; nor thofe remarkable pre-

What is Mans greateftor moft dangerous Enemy ? and-chus he anfwers 
ic himfelf, gAdter Homo, Another Man. And every day among us adds 
anew verification co the:Proverb » Home Homini Demos; one Man is a 
' ) Moft Men are endued with Linguam 
bifulcams a forked or double Tongue » wherewith they wound and launce 
the Reputations of others ; but few witha friendly hand sor compaflio- 
nate heart » that defire to pour oyl intothofe wounds, or are willing to 
calt a covering over the nakednefs of one anothers Errors: forgetting {till 
the Golden Rule,that teaches them ro doas they wonld te done unto. - It 
is theréfore requifite that each perfon be wary and careful of the perfons 
he hath to do with ; and to watch and obferve both their feet, le(t while 
they feemto do him fervice with one, they fpurn at him with the other. 
Metals are never fobright astahen they are polifhed ; and Enemies are 
never fo dangerous as when not heeded or obfervedin their Methodist He- 
cipierdi 5 theit Method or manner of deceiving.

For if their Nativities be contrary co his own, they will prove Enemies 
unto him ; orifthe Luminaries in them; be contrary co their places in his 
own, vasby being in CI or P cocheir places there, they will prove per- 
petual Enemies unto him, let them pretend never fo fair. 

Now, the grand prejudice that divers Perfons fuffer by their being too 
too credulous of pretended and feigned Friends , and the evils they be 
continually expofed unto, beyond the reach of all Objection, proves, thac 
all perfons are not born tobe Friends, or friendly unto each other ; nei- 
ther (on che contrary) are allborn co be Enemies 5 or Inimical unto 
each other. Buc the beltand moft certain way of difcovering our Enemies 
ftom our Friends; our propitious and happy Acquaintance, from fawning 
Flatterersand Pretenders is , by comparing cheir Genitures, Gc. and 
proving their Agreement or Difagreement with our own. 

We fee it apparently, and plainly writ in the Actions ofthe World,that 
a Man fometimes hath a Child born co beacrofs and curfe unto him ; and

“Tt is not barely by the fence of feeing» or weaknefs of the optique 
Nerves, that fo by che fhooring back of the Ocular Beams.aftection should 
be (0 foon let insand cherifhed and nourifhed with fo muchZeal as it often 
is; fof fhouldit fo be, we muft then attribute the caufe thereof to the 
worth and power of the Obje&t: but furely were the true caufe to be pla- 
cedthere » the Maid in Scaliger had never fwooned at the fight of a Lily. 
The true and Original caufe molt certainly of fuch affection 1s to be found 
alone in the Heavens : the fympathy of the perfons Nativities (whiothus

Nowas the Afcendent is varyed; fo are the Cufps of the other Houtes : 
but you muft remember tomake their Degrees and Minutes alwayes the 
fame : for you mult know that Profections in Nativities onely vary in the 
Signs ;_as by and by fhallappear more at large by the Table. . 
Menfurnal “Yn Monthly Profeétions » we commonly give unto every Month after 
Profettion. theN ativity one Sign for the Afcendent, and fo vary it. Asina Nativit 
Scorpio arifingsthat fhall be the Afcendent Profeétional for the firtt Monch 
after birth; and then Sagitary fhall be the fecond ; (upricornthe third 3 
and fountil you have run round the twelve. 
‘Disrnal In Dayly Profeétions one Signe is heldtocontinue for the Afcendent 
Profettion Profesional after birth, two dayes, three hours and fifty four Minutes ; 
As if Scorpio (as before) fhall afcend at the birth, chat fhall remain the: Af- 
cendent of che Diurnal Profeétion two dayes, three hours » and fift ‘four 
minutes after the birchsand then Sagitrary fhall be cheProfectional Afcen- 
dent, and fhall remain foto the end of four dayes,feven hours, fort eight 
minutes,@c. But this is amatcer much more fcrupulous chen neceflary 31 
fhall therefore wave it, and come again to the Annual Profections. ‘For 
there are divers Arcifts (although not of my opinion) which hold them as 
validand effeétual as Revolutions. 
_ I thall therefore in the next place prefent you with a general Profe- 
ctional Table, by which you may fee the orderly Progreffion and Change 
ofthe Planets, andthe Cufps ofthe Houfes,out of one Signe into another.

Secondly, Gainthe Right Afcention of Time » and addchat unto the 
Right Afcention of. the Sun ; and che produ& (with fubiiraGtion made of 
the-Circle; if need be) gives you the Right Afcention of the Mid-Heaven. 

‘Thirdly, Having obtained the Right Afcention of the Mid-Heaven; to 
gain the Oblique Afcention of the eleventh Houfe » you are co add thirty 
Degrees unto ic ; and fo by a continued addition of thirty Degrees (fub- 
ftracting the Circle Rill, if need require) you have the true O' lique Aicen- 
tions of the eleventh, twelfth; firft, fecond, and third Houfes, 

. Fourthly; When you have gained the Right Afcention of the Mid- 
Heaven, and the Oblique Afcention of the other Houfes towards the Ori- 
ent, you mutt obferve che Elevation of Birth, which is the Pole of your 
Afcendent, and the Circles of Pofition of che elevench,twelfth,fecond and 
third Houfes, which agree to the Elevation of Birth; a Table of whichI 
have inferred among the following Tables. 

', Fifthlys Under the Tables of Oblique Afcentions, agreeing to the fe- 
veral Circles of Pofition, you are to look for the Negrees and’ Minutes of 
the Ecliptique, anfivering to your Oblique Afcention ef the feveral Hou- 
fes ; and then make ule of the Sexagenary Table for to help you in your 
Equation. 

Sixthly, Having fo done, obferve this general Rule, and you cannot fail 
in your Operation : viz. | : 

Take the Right and Oblique Afcentions of the next greater and Iefler 
Ark, to.the Oblique or Right Afcention of the Houfe you feek for ; and 
then fubftra& the leffer Ark out of the greater ; and take. the: difference 
betwixe the leffer Arksand the Degrees of the Right or Oblique Afcention 
of the Culp you look for ; and work by this Analogy: As -fixty (which 
mutt be your firft number, if your work by the Sexagenary Table) is to the 
Difference of the greater and leffer Ark ; fo the Difference of the leffer 
Ark, and Right orOblique Afcentions,is to the number,or equation you 
feekorenquire for. . 

_ Sevenchly, you mult have regardco make addition and fubftraétion of 
your Equation , as the Oblique Afcentions either increafe or decreafe ;
